This  prolific  fruit  belt,  extending  from 
the  Electric  City  of  Hamilton,  with  its 
70,000  inhabitants,  to  the  mighty  Cataract 
of  Niagara,  is  bordered  its  entire  length  by 
the  "  Moun'iin"  on  the  one  hand  and  the 
waters  of  I..aKe  Ontario  on  the  other.  Na- 
ture i  ot  only  placed  here  the  most  fruitful  of  her  gardens,  but 
fenced  it  '     to  show  her  regard  for  it. 

The  fame  of  this  great  garden  has  spread  to  the  most  dis- 
tant parts  of  the  continent,  and  beyond,  carried  by  the  many 
visiters  who  have  seen  it  in  all  the  glory  of  its  blossom  season. 

About  14  years  ago  the  Hamilton,  Grimsby  and  Be.imsville 
Electric  Railway  commenced  operations.  Extending  through 
the  heart  of  the  Fruit  Belt  on  east  to  Beamsville,  the  healthy 
growth  and  progress  ot  this  particular  section  was  noticeable 
right  from  the  start  New  facilities  for  transportation  and  ship- 
ping were  opened  to  the  local  producers,  with  the  result  that 
more  capital  and  added  improvements  were  made. 

Skirting  the  heavily-wooded  mountain  on  the  south  and 
Lake  Ontario  on  tht  north,  with  groves  and  fruit  farms  along 
either  side  of  the  railway,  the  road  at  once  became  popular  with 
pleasure  seekers  as  well  as  with  the  local  residents.  Being  well 
equippeil  it  afforded  excellent  facilities,  with  the  result  that  at 
the  present  time  it  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  electric 
roads  of  Canada. 


TKe  Trfxveller 

stopptiiK  over  for  half  a  day  in  Hamiiton,  "T"  -  Electric  C'ty," 
can  make  hourly  connection  with  the  H.  v'..  . ,  B.  cars  anil  cour 
the  fruit  belt,  thus  enjoying  ont  of  Canada's  bright  spots.  There 
is  no  time  during  the  year  from  early  spring,  when  the  blos- 
soms are  out,  till  late  fall,  when  frost  gloriously  tints  the  foli- 
age, that  the  trip  is  not  enjoyable. 

Down  Main  Street  to  city  limits,  and  south  past  the  s':..ti- 
nel  poplars,  that  seem  to  bid  welcome  to  the  visitors,  as  the 
gates  of  the  fruit  belt  are  passea,  the  car  starts  on  its  24  mile 
run  to  Beamsville. 

First  Beauty  Spot 

passeil  is  Reser\-oir  Park,  just  outside  the  city  limits,  and  on 
the  rijjht  of  the  rx><>d.  This  is  a  great  resort  for  picnickers,  and 
from  Its  level  a  grand  view  below  is  to  be  obtained. 

Then  giast  Bartonville.  the  historic  Reil  Hill  and  on  to  Stoney 
Creek,  the  tourist  is  rapidly  taken.  Just  before  entf  ing  the 
village  an  historical  fielcl  is  crossed.  This  part  of  the  H.  O.St  B. 
is  one  that  deeply  interests  the  historically  inclined.

Here  in  the  troub- 
lous times  of  the 
war  of  'ia-*i5  was 
fought  the  Battle 
of  Stoney  Creek, 
when  a  strong 
force  from  the 
neif!hborin){  Re- 
public was  met  by 
the  sturdy  Cana- 
dian yeomen  and 
British  regulars, 
under  Harvey,and 
the  tideof  invasion 
rolled  backward.  The  tourist  will  do  well  to  leave  the  cars  for 
an  hour  and  visit  Battlefield  House,  maintained  as  an  historic 
landmark  by  the  patriotic  ladies  of  the  Women's  Wentworth 
Historical  Society.  The  curator  is  never  tired  telling  the  tales 
of  the  sanguinary  contest  that  took  place  on  that  night  of  June, 
in  the  year  1813.' 

A  visit  to  Stoney  Creek  Falls  will  amply  repay  the  visitor, 
for  from  the  escarpment  an  unrivalled  view  of  the  downs  and 
the  distant  dancing  waters  of  Ontario  is  to  be  had. 

Just  East  of  Stoney  CreeK 

will  lie  found  the  Power  House,  where  the  power  that  takes  the 
tourist  along  his  way  is  generated.  The  great  engines  drive 
the  enormous  dynamos  from  day  in  to  day  out,  senditig  the 
mysterious  current  over  the  wires  from  one  end  of  the  line  to 
the  other. 

Stoney  Creek  is  an  interesting  village.  It  has  its  oank, 
its  hotels  and  its  business  places.  Right  at  hand  ai ,  many 
points  of  interest  and  a  couple  of  hours  could  be  oc  jpied 
nicely  in  "doing"  Stoney  Creek  and  its  environments. 

Leaving  Stoney  Creek,  passing  on  our  way  first  this  fruit 
orchard  or  that  vineyard,  we  come  into  the  domain  owned  by 
that  prince  of  fruit  growers  and  nurserymen,  K.  D.  Smith,  M.  P.

This  is  the  name  Kiven  by  Mr.  Smith  to  his  estate,  which 
altogether  covers  nearly  800  acres.  Mr.  Smith  is  largely  inter- 
ested in  the  growinx  of  nursery  stock,  fruit  and  the  manufac- 
ture of  pure  jams,  jellies  and  preser%'es.  About  one-half  of  the 
larKe  acreage  which  he  has  under  cultivation  is  devoted  to  the 
growing  of  nursery  stock,  and  a  walk  through  the  home  nur- 
series during  the  summer  months  is  a  great  treat  to  the  lover  of 
the  beautiful.  They  are  thrown  open  for  public  inspection,  and 
if  travellers  on  the  line  of  the  H.  C.  &  B  wish  to  do  so,  they 
can  get  off  the  car  at  the  fruit  house  and  on  inquiry  at  the  ofHce, 
which  adjoins  it,  a  guide  will  be  furnished  to  show  them  over 
the  grounds. 

Mr.  Smith's  fruit  house,  during  the  summer  and  fall 
months,  is  a  sigk'  never  to  be  forgotten.  From  this  point,  hun- 
dreds of  cars  of  i  choicest  Canadian  fruits  are  shipped  each 
year  to  different  plac  <s  in  the  Dominion.  Mr.  Smith  is  a  great 
believer  in  the  future,  of  the  Canadian  fruit  trade,  and  has  done 
everything  in  his  power  to  stimulate  its  growth,  and  with  a 
view  of  meeting  the  increased  demands  of  the  great  North 
West,  he  has  erected  a  factory  for  the  manufacture  of  jams, 
etc.,  adjoining  the  fruit  house.  In  company  with  a  few  of  his 
friends,  he  has  also  erected  at  Beamsville  a  most  complete  and 
up-todate  canning  factory,  for  the  canning  of  fruits  and  veg- 
etables. 

On  other  pages  are  shown  pictures  of  Mr.  Smith's  fruit 
house  and  factory  at  "HelHerleigh;"  also  a  view  of  the  immense 
nursery  storage  cellars,  where  nearly  three  hundred  thousand 
trees  are  heeled  in  the  ground  for  early  spring  shipments. 
These  immense  cellars  are  each  100x104  feet,  and  a  walk 
through  them  in  the  winter  months,  when  they  are  filleil  with 
trees,  is  a  sight  one  would  never  forget. 

A  view  is  also  shown  of  the  factory  at  Beamsville,  which  is 
about  100  yds.  from  the  terminns  of  the  H.  G.  &  B.     Visi'o" 
are  always  made  welcome  and  will  be  shown  round  the  fact 
by  Mr.  E.  Armstrong,  the  manager,  or  some  of  his  assistai 
on  inquiry  at  the  office.

Cottaf^  are  there  in  plenty, 
and  in  shady  proves,  and  uld  folks  sit  and  drink  in  fresh  07X>ne 
from  the  lake  breezes,  while  ilown  on  the  shore  the  l>oys  and 
((iris  paddle  about  in  the  lake  and  play  on  the  sands.  .\s  a 
fanitlv  resort  Winona  Park  is  popular  with  all. 

On  the  Roskd  Again 

The  tourist  passes  on  to  Grimsby.  The  incline  here  is  rather 
steep,  and  as  the  car  rolls  on  up  and  up  by  easy  f;ra<les, 
on  o"»  "side  tower  the  great  rock  cliffs  where  beacons  flared  in 
the  ...oublous  tmies  of  '12  and  '15,  and  on  the  other,  alongside 
the  main  road,  are  to  be  seen  many  palatial  houses,  monuments 


to  tlie  pluck  and  enterprise  at  tho«e  gentlemen  who  had  faith 
in  the  Fruit  Belt.  It  is  a  pretty  picture,  a  panorama  tl.at  one 
will  not  forget  looB,  and  all  thia  ia  «een  before  the  tourist  cornea 
into  llrimsby. 

A  Handaom*  Struciur* 

Just  aa  the  cai  reaches  the  top  of  the  hill,  before  cominK 
into  Orimsbv,  tne  handsome  new  school  h  to  be  obserted  on 
the  left.  The  township  and  town  that  can  erect  such  an  attract- 
ive structure  is  enterprising,  and  the  stranger  obtains  a  good 
impression  of  Grimsby  before  coming  into  the  place. 

Grimsby  th*  Pretty 

with  iu  shady  trees,  iU  hoapiuble  aspect,  the  visitor  feels  at 
home  at  ouce.  '  \'e  Village  Inn"  hotels  m  plenty,  business  plac<M 
galore  and  baaks  sufficient,  the  tourist  is  sure  lo  I*  able  to  spend 
an  hour  profitably.  Then  too  at  Grimsby  are  to  be  "-en  several 
manufacturing  piants,  that  aiil  materially  in  the  au%ancement 
of  the  town.  Grimsby  offers  many  advanUges  to  an  outsider  to 
locate  there,  whether  it  be  from  a  rtsidentia',  fruit  growing  or 
manufacturing  point  of  view. 

Grimsby  ParK 

After  a  biief  rest,  the  tourist  then  passes  through  the  town 
and  again  out  into  the  open  country.  A  four  mile  ride  and  the 
car  switches  down  to  Gnmsby  Park. 

Nature,  when  she  laid  out  this  l)eautiful  part  of  earth's 
surface,  gave  us  a  summer  resort  that  stands  to-day  an  attrac- 
tion that  few  Canadian  localities  can  boast  of.  On  the  bluffs, 
overlooking  Lake  OnUrio,  this  land  extends  south  to  theGranil 
Trunk  road,  a  grand  trysting  place  naturally  for  the  picnicker, 
it  has  Jieen  changed  and  iinproved  by  the  hand  of  man,  ami 
to-day  it  stands  as  the  "Chautauqua  of  Canada.  " 

Grimsby  Park  has  grown  with  the  Methodi-st  Church  and 
has  now  bv^onie,  with   its  summer  course  of  entertainments.
